TWENTIETH CENTURY BOOK-PUSH¬ 
ING. 

The New York Sun, this week, gave an 
account of a clever system of book-ped¬ 
aling, which seems to us good enough to 
serve as a text on bookselling on similar 
lines. According to the Sun's account: 

“A fairly well-dressed young man carrying 
a dress-suit case was walking along a street 
in one of the better residential districts of 
Brooklyn, the other day, when he saw a 
group of boys ranging from io to 16 talking 
on the sidewalk. He crossed over to them, 
set down the dress-suit case and as he pro¬ 
ceeded to open it, said quietly: 

“ Tve got something here I think you boys 
would like to look at.’ 

“The hoys crowded about him and the young 
man took out four or five paper-covered 
books and passed them around. It could be 
seen at a half a glance that they weren’t dime 
novels, at least not of the conventional type. 
They were duodecimos of from eighty to a 
hundred pages, decently printed on fairly good 
paper with a picture cover. They were pro¬ 
fusely illustrated, too. and when a passer¬ 
by whose interest had been aroused by the 
proceedings, stopped and looked over the 
bovs’ shoulders he saw that the pictures were 
good, most of them well-reproduced half¬ 
tones from photographs. . . . 

“There was no mistaking the interest of 
the boys in the books. They hung on one 


another to get a chance at them. It seemed 
as though the illustrations had been placed 
with a cunning that made a dip into the let¬ 
ter press irresistible to the investigator. 

“ ‘They’re mighty good books,’ suggested 
the young man with the dress-suit case. 
‘Fighting, and fun, and escapes from the 
natives and strange people and places. Just 
begin one of them once and you won’t be 
able to do much else till you’ve finished it. 
Now that fellow there,’ pointing to the picture 
of a youthful American officer, ‘he wasn’t 
much older than some of you boys, and the 
Filipinos captured him and carried him off 
to a cave up in the mountains.’ 

“The young man told the whole story of 
that kidnapped soldier and he told it well. 
‘And every one of the books is full of stories 
just as good.’ he concluded, ‘and they’re only 
15 cents apiece.’ 

In less than ten minutes the peddler had 
sold four of his books and then moved on in 
search of other buyers. To the “passer-by 
whose interest had been aroused,” and who 
questioned him as to the success of his en¬ 
terprise, the peddler confided that he had often 
sold as many as sixty books in a day. 

“The scheme is pretty new,” he continued; 
“people have peddled books before, but it’s 
never been done with any system. The idea 
of getting up books on live subjects especially 
for boys and going out after your boys was 
never tried before this spring so far as I 
know. I guess the scheme’s a good one. 
The material doesn’t cost much and the cuts 
are mostly bought after they’ve been used 
once somewhere else. So there’s enough 
profit in the finished book at only 15 cents 
to give me a pretty good commission and 
leave the publisher something. The books 
are all published by one firm and they’ve got 
men out in lots of places working the same 
racket. They only pay you a commission but 
if you do pretty well they give you a better 
job. 

“I shouldn’t wonder if they tried the scheme 
in other directions before long. Why, you 
give me a couple of dozen of the right kind 
of novels and I’ll sell one or more to nearly 
every woman in most small towns. I tell 
you, it’s a great idea having an interesting 
looking book sprung on you right at home, 
instead of having to chase down to a library 
or bookstore and pick one out. and there’s 
good money in it. And you’ll be surprised 
the way publishers are looking around for 
new ideas like that. Competition’s got so 
fierce in the publishing business, just as it 
has in everything else, that enterprising pub¬ 
lishers are working mines in territory that the 
firms ten years ago never even scratched over. 
And I guess in ten years more the book¬ 
pushing end of the publishing business will 
be so changed you wouldn’t know it.” 

Making due allowance for a certain amount 
of exaggeration in the account of this system 
of book-peddling, the incident itself furnishes 
food for reflection to the bookseller. Every 
year thousands of books are brought out and 
sold, in the turn-over of which not one cent 
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of profit reaches the regular bookseller’s 
pocket. Every year, too, the number of read¬ 
ers grows who can be induced to become the 
patrons of booksellers if they are properly 
cultivated, but who will be supplied with books 
through other sources if the bookseller misses 
his opportunity to make their acquaintance in 
some way not generally followed by him as 
yet. 

It would be impracticable, we confess, for 
the bookseller to imitate the tactics of the 
young man described above, and to fish for 
his customers on the sidewalk. But, as we 
have pointed out time and again, he might 
with entire propriety follow them up in their 
houses, either in person or by a wide-awake 
representative, with good address and suffi¬ 
cient knowledge of his stock to tempt buyers 
to take an interest in what is offered to them. 
The opportunity of personally bringing his 
stock to the attention of his neighbors is 
much too frequently overlooked by the book¬ 
seller, partly because it is considered beneath 
his dignity, partly for lack of knowledge of 
the methods to be employed. If he persists 
in this attitude too long, he may find to his 
undoing that others view business from an¬ 
other standpoint, and are ready to learn and 
practice any fair method by which to get rid 
of their stock.

Lombardy, as usual, issued the larger num¬ 
ber, heading the list with 2173 publications, 
while Calabria brings up in the rear with 35 
publications. The number of periodicals de¬ 
creased last year by sixty-six, the total num¬ 
ber in 1900 being 357, as against 42^ in 1899. 
The falling off was greatest among the pop¬ 
ular journals, making up over fifty per cent, 
of deficit. Bibliography sustained a loss of 
two journals, leaving three to work the field. 


COPYRIGHT BOOKS AT TWENTY- 
FIVE CENTS. 

The International Association of News¬ 
papers and Authors, according to the Chica¬ 
go Record-Herald , has made arrangements to 
publish “for forty weeks, one at a time, at 
weekly intervals, the best book of forty of 
the best authors,” at twenty-five cents a vol¬ 
ume. Paul Leicester Ford’s “The Great K. 
& A. Train Robbery” is the first book on 1 the 
list. The International Association expects 
that no fewer than 40,000,000 books will be 
distributed by them during the first year. 


SHAKESPEARE FORGERIES. 

Among the thousands of books that formed 
the library of E. J. Stanley, M.P., and are 
now undergoing dispersal at Sotheby’s, was 
one precious product of the ingenuity of that 
arch forger of Shakespeare, Samuel William 
Henry Ireland, which was sold last week. It 
is the quarto volume which deceived the 
world when it was published in 1796. under 
the title of “Miscellaneous Papers and Legal 
Instruments under the Hand and Seal of Wil¬ 
liam Shakespeare, including the tragedy of 
‘King Lear’ and a small fragment of ‘Hamlet,’ 
from the original mss. in the possession of 
Samuel Ireland, of Norfolk Street.” Accord¬ 
ing to The Pall Mall Gazette , from which we 
quote the information, “in the book world the 
reign of the rogue is but a span; but the in¬ 
ventive Ireland’s span was rather long drawn 
out, and Boswell on his deathbed, kissing the 
forged manuscripts and believing his lips to 
be sanctified by the process, was not the 
only great man who was taken in by the 
swindle. 

“Young Ireland was first tempted by his 
father’s unintelligent enthusiasm for Shake¬ 
speare to forge "an autograph of the poet on a 
carefully copied old lease. His audacity grew 
with the growing credulity of his dupes, and 
ere long locks of hair, private letters, an¬ 
notated books, and so on, were plentifully 
produced, and all inquirers were put off with 
lying explanations. Boswell, Wharton, Dr. 
Parr and hundreds more were deceived, but 
those, like Malone, really qualified to judge 
denounced the imposture from the first. Ire¬ 
land’s audacity now reached the folly of pro¬ 
ducing a deed of Shakespeare’s, bequeathing 
his books and papers to a William-Henrye 
Irelaunde, an assumed ancestor. A new his¬ 
torical play was announced, entitled ‘Vorti- 
gern,’ and carefully concealed until its pro¬ 
duction by Sheridan at Drury Lane: but it 
was vapid and unShakesperean, and was hope¬ 
lessly damned. The old man now began to 
smell a rat, and demanded an explanation 
from his enterprising son. It was forthcom¬ 
ing in the form of a confession in manuscript 
affixed to the volume that has just been sold. 
‘In order,’ one reads, ‘to further obliterate 
as much as possible every vestige of Shake¬ 
spearian production, I further committed to 
the flames the complete impression of the 
present reprint, reserving no more than the 
annexed copy, which as a literary curiosity 
consequently ranks unique.’ It was bought 
for £122 by Mr. Jackson.”

AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS' ASSOCIATION. 

The committee of the American Booksell¬ 
ers’ Association has made arrangements with 
the Earlington Hotel, at 55 West Twenty- 
seventh Street, New York, for the annual 
convention, which is to be held July 24, begin¬ 
ning at ten o'clock in the morning. The ho¬ 
tel has ample accommodations for out-of- 
town members. It is managed on the Euro¬ 
pean plan, and the proprietor has made a flat 
rate of $1.50 a day to members, two beds in a 
large room, with bath. A banquet will be 
given in the evening of the 24th inst., for 
which the price has been fixed at $2 a plate. 

TITT SBURGH BOOKSELLERS' AND STATION¬ 
ERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Associa¬ 
tion was held Tuesday evening, July 9, in the 
Publication Building. Notwithstanding the 
warm weather almost the full membership was 
present. Reports from the various commit- 
tees were received; the reports all showed 
favorable progress. PI. F. Davis, of the Book 
Committee, offered the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted. 

“Whereas, The American Publishers’ Association 
has shown its desire to aid the booksellers in main¬ 
taining the retail price of copyright hooks, by the 
adoption of the net system. 

‘‘Resolved,' That we pledge our support to the 
said association in its efforts toward fixing and main¬ 
taining a retail price, and that we further bring to 
the notice of the said association, the great need of 
including all fiction in the net list, as it is this line 
that is the disturbing element at the present time. 
It is further recommended that the members of the 
Pittsburgh llooksellers’ and Stationers’ Association 
give special attention and support to all net books, 
and that they uphold in every way possible those 
publishers that are making an effort to raise the book 
business to its old-time standard, taking it for granted 
that those publishers who remain outside of the 
Publishers’ Association are against us in the present 
fight for fixed prices.’’ 

The application of L. E. Waterman, Jr., to 
be an associate member was presented, and he 
was unanimously elected. The appreciation of 
the standard price system of the Waterman 
Co., which is maintained with such success, 
was shown in the following resolution, which 
was presented by F. G. Stieren, and adopted 
by a unanimous vote. 

“The Association welcomes Mr. L. E. Waterman, 
Jr., as its first associate member, representing fis he 
does the demonstration of the fact that the price of 
an article can be fixed and maintained when the 
maker makes up his mind to do it.’’

OBITUARY NOTES. 

William James Stillman, artist, art critic 
and journalist, died on the 6th inst., at his 
English home, Frimley Green, Surrey. Mr. 
Stillman was born at Schenectady, N. Y., 
June 1, 182S, and was graduated from Union 
College in 1848. Having early developed a 
fondness for art, he began studying landscape 
painting almost as soon as he left college with 
Frederick E. Church. In 1849 he made his 
first trip to Europe, became acquainted with 
Ruskin and Rossetti, and returned in six 
months a disciple of the pre-Raphaelite school 
of art. From 1851 to 1859 he devoted him¬ 
self to art, contributing regularly to the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Design, to which he was 
elected a member in 1854. Meanwhile the 


eloquence of Kossuth had filled him with en¬ 
thusiasm for the Hungarian cause, and in 
1852 he accepted from the illustrious patriot 
a mission to Vienna to recover the Austrian 
crown jewels which the latter had secreted. 
Failing to accomplish his mission he returned 
to New York in 1855, where shortly after¬ 
wards he, with John Durand, founded the 
Crayon, and gradually began to abandon the 
pursuit of painting for that of criticism and 
general literature. It was in those days that 
he formed his intimacy with Lowell, Agassiz, 
Emerson, and others. In 1859 he went to 
Europe again, and in 1861 he was appointed 
United States Consul at Rome. He was re¬ 
moved from that office and made Consul to 
Crete, owing, he always said, to his criticism 
of the conduct of the American legation at 
Rome. He remained our Consul at Crete un¬ 
til 1869. when he became persona non grata 
to the Turkish Government, owing to his 
avowed sympathy with the Cretan insurrec¬ 
tion. and was retired. He never afterward 
held public office. Soon after his removal as 
Consul at Crete he became a member of the 
staff of the London Times, and was a pen¬ 
sioner of that paper at the time of his death. 
In 1866 he was the Rome correspondent of 
that paper, and for several years after he 
prosecuted his studies in archaeology. As a 
result of his studies he published “On the 
Track of Ulysses,” “The Acropolis of Athens,” 
and other works. He was also the author of 
“The Cretan Insurrection of i866-’68,” “Turk¬ 
ish Rule and Turkish Warfare,” “Herze¬ 
govina and the Late Uprising,” “Poetic Lo¬ 
calities of Cambridge,” “The Union of Italy” 
and “Life of Crispi.” During most of the 
time he lived abroad he contributed to New 
York papers, particularly the Commercial Ad¬ 
vertiser, to which he was the oldest contrib¬ 
utor, and to the New York Times. His lat¬ 
est work, “Autobiography of a Journalist,” 
was only recently published by Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. 

James Monroe Alden, for a number of 
years connected with the book trade, died 
July 6, in Brooklyn. N. Y. He was born at 
Stafford Springs, Conn., May 12, 1817, and 
was a lineal descendant of John Alden. At 
an early age Mr. Alden was taken to Utica, 
N. Y. At the age of twenty he was employed 
in the Utica post-office. During President 
Tyler’s administration the railway postal ser¬ 
vice was organized, and Mr. Alden was ap¬ 
pointed the first railway postal agent between 
Utica and Auburn. In 1848 he settled down 
in Auburn, where he opened a book store 
which he first 'carried on alone. Later he 
formed the firm of Alden, Beardsley & Co., 
(John Beardsley being his father-in-law). 
He also carried on a book store in Rochester, 
N. Y., under the firm name of Wanzer, 
Beardsley & Co. This firm did not remain in 
business longer than 1854. when the name of 
the Auburn firm became Alden & Markham. 
Besides the bookselling and printing business 
Mr. Alden’s firm also carried on a publishing 
business. turning out “Letter-Writers,” 
“Lady’s Caskets of Thoughts,” and other like 
popular literature, besides works of local 
history, sermons, etc. He was not, as has 
been erroneously stated, the publisher of 
either Irving’s or N. P. Willis’s books. In 
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1857 he came to New York and became a part¬ 
ner of George A. Leavitt in the book auction 
business. He did not remain long in the 
Leavitt firm, but turned his attention to min¬ 
ing enterprises, in which he was quite suc¬ 
cessful. He retired from business about ten 
years ago. 

Joseph Le Conte, M.D., the venerable pro¬ 
fessor of geology and zoology in the Univer¬ 
sity of California, died suddenly July 6 in 
the Yosemite Valley. Dr. Le Conte was born 
in Liberty County, Ga., February 26, 1823. 
He was graduated from Franklin College, 
Y University of Georgia, in 1841, and from the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, New 
York, in 1845. After practising medicine in 
Macon. Ga., he studied geology in the Law¬ 
rence Scientific School at Harvard, from 
which he was graduated in 1851. His first 
work as an instructor w'as done in Oglethorpe 
College, Franklin College, and South College, 
remaining in the last-named institution until 
the war broke out, when he entered the Con¬ 
federate service as chemist of the medical lab¬ 
oratory and chemist of the niture and mining 
operations. He went to the University of 
California in 1868 with his brother John. 
There he wrote most of the w'orks on geology 
and evolution that have made him known at 
large. Among these are: ‘‘Religion and 
Science,” “Elements of Geology,” “Sight, or, 
Principles of Monocular and Binocular Vis¬ 
ion,” “Compend of Geology for High Schools,” 
an*d “Evolution and Its Relation to Religious 
Thought.” 

We hear with regret of the death, on the 
6th inst., of the wife of our old friend Mr. 
Henry Carey Baird, of Philadelphia. Mrs. 
Baird was the daughter of the late John Pen- 
ington, of Philadelphia, an importer of for¬ 
eign books, who w'as noted for his intimate 
knowledge of authors and their books in 
Greek and Latin, as well as in modern lan¬ 
guages, and who claimed a notable ancestry, 
tracing his descent down to Sir Isaac Pen- 
ington, Lord Mayor of London during the 
Commonwealth. Mrs. Baird was a woman of 
charming personality and highest culture, 
whose reading extended through the widest 
range of literature. She w r as born in Phila¬ 
delphia in 1827, and w'as married to Mr. 
Baird in 1850. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Vyestnik Knigoprodavtscv, (“Booksellers’ 
Messenger,”) is the title of a new' weekly 
publication for Russian booksellers, publish¬ 
ers, librarians, and others interested in books. 
It is edited and published by K. A. Kasnat- 
scheeff, at 71 Dolgorukow' Street, Moscow, a 
well-known bookseller and publisher, and 
editor of several technical journals. 

The “Year-book of the Bibliographical So¬ 
ciety of Chicago, 1900-1901,” has just been 
published. It contains abstracts of the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Society and* the Council, 
April, 1899, to April, 1901 : tw'o papers, “On 
Some American Bookmakers,” by T. W. 
Stevens, and “Some Recent Literature on 
Oliver Cromwell,” by Ralph C. H. Catterall: 
also, a list of members and the By-law's of the 
Society. (57 p. 16 0 .) 
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The Bulletin of Bibliography for July, pub¬ 
lished by the Boston Book Company, contains 
the fourth part of the second series of G. W. 
Cole’s exhaustive index to Bermuda in peri¬ 
odical literature; Best Editions of Browning, 
by Elvira Lucile Bascom: Quarterly Index 
to Library Reference Lists, by Providence 
Public Library; and Births and Deaths in the 
Periodical World, being a record of new' peri¬ 
odicals. changes in the title of periodicals 
and a list of periodicals that have suspended 
publication. 

Elliot Stock, London, has nearly ready the 
long-promised index to the first ten volumes 
of the English “Book Prices Current.” This 
w'ork will contain about 33,000 distinct titles 
of books sold by auction within the decade, 
and more than half a million of references, 
while all the copies of any author’s works 
sold during that time will be brought to¬ 
gether under his name and the prices tab¬ 
ulated. Thus the proposed index will really 
be a convenient summary of all the informa¬ 
tion contained in the ten volumes of “Book- 
Prices Current.” which have proved so useful 
to the collector and the book speculator that 
.many of them have long been out of print. 

Dodd, Mead & Co.'s “American Book Prices 
Current” for 1901 will, in consequence of a 
grow'ing demand, have an edition of 550 (pos¬ 
sibly of 625) instead of 500 copies. If advance 
orders are numerous enough, a large-paper 
edition of fifty copies will be furnished. The 
volume for the present year will be unusual¬ 
ly important, in that it will contain the record 
of the three great sales of the w'inter. Two 
of these took place in New York—the three 
portions of the McKee sale at Anderson’s 
and the two Arnold sales at Bangs’s—and the 
most noteworthy sale which has taken place 
in Boston for many years, the French sale at 
Libbie’s. The volumes for 1896 and 1897 are 
still to be had, at $7.50 each, but the other vol¬ 
umes are entirely out of print. The publish¬ 
ers are now offering $12 a copy for volume I. 
and $8 each for the issues for 1898, 1899, and 
1900.

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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Ernest Seton-Thompson’s new book, “The 
Lives of the Hunted," will be brought out 
under his real name—long since become un 
familiar to even his most intimate friends— 
Ernest Thompson Seton. 

“Rita" announces through the London Pub¬ 
lishers’ Circular that a book purporting to be a 
new novel of hers, entitled “Lord of My Life," 
has been issued by a firm of publishers. The 
novel is in reality “Dame Durden," of which 
she sold the copyright to Maxwell & Son. 

Mrs. Voynich, according to the Boston 
Journal, is still a young woman, thirty-five 
or thereabout. Fifteen years ago. as Miss 
Boole, she attracted notice at a German 
school by reason of her skill with languages. 
She was then training to be a governess. 
Afterward she went to Russia, where she took 
some interest in the anarchist propaganda. 
Later, in London, she was Stepniak’s secre¬ 
tary. Her husband, Mr. Voynich, is a Rus¬ 
sian exile in London, who deals in rare books 
and manuscripts done in the monasteries cen¬ 
turies ago, which monks send to him to be 
sold rather than have avaricious governments 
confiscate them. His catalogues have been re¬ 
ferred to several times as valuable for refer¬ 
ence. 

In a letter to the Living Church , the Rev. 
Cyrus Townsend Brady writes as follows: “I 
have been deeply perturbed and pained by the 
wide currency which the secular papers have 
given to the statement that 1 intended to aban¬ 
don the # pulpit or to give up the ministry of 
the church. Such is not my intention. I have 
too high an idea of the ministry, its privileges, 
its opportunities, and its obligations, to dream 
of such a thing. I have, however, resigned 
my present parish. I have felt impelled to do 
this to my very great regret—in which regret, 

I am sure, the parish entirely shares—on ac¬ 
count of the state of my health. I have simply 
overworked myself, and I must have a rest. 

I had to relinquish something temporarily to 
lighten the burden upon me, and circum¬ 
stances required that I should give up the 
parish. When I have had a chance to recu¬ 
perate I should be glad, should I be called 
thereto, to take up the work once more." 

Guiseppe Fanchietti, 1 Jasmine Grove, 
Anerley, is engaged on a biography of Sir 
Antonio Panizzi, principal librarian of the 
British Museum from 1856 to 1866. Sir An¬ 
thony was born at Brescello in the duchy of 
Modena, September 16, 1797 and died in Lon¬ 
don, April 8, 1879. In 1831, through Broug¬ 
ham’s influence Panizzi obtained the post of 
an extra assistant librarian of the printed 
book department at the British Museum. In 
1837 he became keeper of printed books. Un¬ 
der his administration the new library and 
reading room were built, the reading room 
service was reorganized and rules for the 
new printed catalogue—the first volume of 
which was published in 1841—were prepared. 
Panizzi succeeded Sir Henry Ellis as prin¬ 
cipal librarian in 1856, but owing to infirm 
health he retired from this office in 1866, 
though he took a house in the neighborhood 
and gave as much of his time and attention 
as possible to the affairs of the Museum until 
his death in 1879.

Quail & Warner, New York, have pub¬ 
lished a little volume of “Salt Water Tales," 
by A. W. Hawser. 

Isaac H. Blanchard Co., New York, will 
shortly publish a book for boys by Russell D. 
Smith, entitled “The Fate of the Black Eagle." 

James H. Earle & Co., Boston, have just 
ready a work; entitled “Is Christian Science 
a Humbug?" by the Rev. A. C. Dixon, of the 
Ruggles Street Church, Boston. 

Prof. Herron’s books that have heretofore 
been published by T. Y. Crowell & Company, 
have been transferred to the Lyons Publish¬ 
ing Company, Arcade Building, Fifth Avenue, 
New York. 

Little, Brown & Co. have published an ar¬ 
tistic poster of their successful book, “Truth 
Dexter." Every one of these posters, prop¬ 
erly displayed, ought to help the bookseller 
in selling dozens of copies of the book. 

Thomas Y. Crowell & Co. have in prepara¬ 
tion a work on irrigation, by Dr. F. H. New¬ 
ell, of the U. S. Geological Survey, which will 
be timely on account of the great attention 
now given to the subject both by the daily 
press and by members of Congress. 

Bon nell. Silver & Co., of New York, will 
be represented at the Pan-American Exposi¬ 
tion at Buffalo, from July 15 to August 15, 
by their Mr. Elmer B. Silver. They will 
have in addition to a display of their own pub¬ 
lications in attractive bindings, an interesting 
collection of silk badges since the inaugura¬ 
tion of Washington. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. will publish early in 
October a new novel, by George Horton, en¬ 
titled “The Tempting of Father Anthony." 
It is an idyllic love story, the scenes of 
which are laid in Argolis, where Mr. Horton 
spent his summers during his residence in 
Greece. The illustrations are being made by 
Otto J. Schneider of Chicago. 

D. C. Heath & Company will soon issue 
“English History Readings," edited by H. P. 
Warren, of the Albany Academy, which will 
cover the whole period from the days of 
Boadicea to Edward vn. The book is said to 
have the rare charm of Dickens’s “Child’s 
History of England," but to be accurate and 
trustworthy as a text-book as well. 

Edwin S. Gorham has published for the 
church wardens and vestrymen of Trinity 
Church, New York, a volume containing an 
account of the services held in the Parish of 
Trinity Church in memory of Queen Victoria 
February 2, last. The book, which was 
printed at the Cheltenham Press, New York, 
is intended for private circulation only. 

Ginn & Co. will publish in August a vol¬ 
ume entitled “The Stars in Song and Leg¬ 
end," by Jermain G. Porter, director of the 
Cincinnati Observatory. It is designed to in¬ 
terest the student in the mythology of the sky 
as embodied m the classic stories of Greece 
and in the folk-lore of more recent periods, 
and as referred to so frequently in our best 
literature. 

The series of articles on “Famous New 
York Families,’’ by Margherita Arlina Hamm, 
published serially in the New York Evening 
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Post, will be brought out in book form early 
in the fall by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. The book 
will be generously illustrated, and will con¬ 
tain reproductions of family portraits, many 
of which the owners have not hitherto al¬ 
lowed to be copied. 

Henry Olendorf Shepard, 212 Monroe 
Street, Chicago, has just published a new ver¬ 
sion of Omar Khayyam’s masterpiece under 
the title of “The Rubaiyat of Mirza-Mem’n.” 
While the paraphrase is in the form of Fitz¬ 
gerald’s, the translator has aimed to avoid im¬ 
itation, and has drawn his 131 quatrains main- 
/ ly from the prose version of J. B. Nicholas 
and Justin H. McCarthy. 

In connection with the Clarendon Press 
collotype facsimile of the Shakespeare First 
Folio of 1623 (the Chatsworth copy.) Sidney 
Lee, who is to contribute the preface, desires 
to make a census of extant copies. To any 
owner he will send a collation, mainly from 
Lowndes’s “Bibliographer’s Manual,” and a 
schedule of particulars. Mr. Lee’s address is 
No. 108 Lexham Gardens, Kensington, Lon¬ 
don, W. 

G. W. Dillingham Co. announce that they 
have purchased from Doubleday, Page & Co. 
the rights of publication of “The Adventures 
of Captain Kettle.” The success of “A Mas¬ 
ter of Fortune,” a continuation of “The Ad¬ 
ventures of Captain Kettle,” just published 
by the Dillingham Co., will make a new de¬ 
mand for Mr. Hyne’s first book, “The Ad¬ 
ventures of Captain Kettle.” The new edi¬ 
tion will be published at once, with illustra¬ 
tions. and in an entirely new style of binding. 

“We learn from Little Rock, Ark.,” says 
the New York Times Saturday Review , “that 
in spite of statements to the contrary there is 
at present in print an edition of the poems by 
Gen. Albert Pike, published by Allsopp & 
Chappie, of that town. The volume includes 
530 pages, octavo, bound in half morocco, and 
contains a great many poems not published 
elsewhere, with an introductory biographical 
sketch by his daughter. Mrs. Lillian Pike 
Roome, of Washington, D. C.” 

Sidney S. Rider, Providence, R. I., an¬ 
nounces that he has completed the first volume 
of a history of the Dorr war, or rather “a 
history of the efforts in this State to form a 
Constitutional Government,” culminating in 
the Dorr war. The first period treated is 
from 1636-1664; the second will embrace 1665- 
1790; the third 1790-1843. The exact title is 
“The Development of Constitutional Govern¬ 
ment in Rhode Island,” with a final chapter 
on constitutional events from 1843 to 1901. 

M. F. Mansfield & Company have just is¬ 
sued “The Ethics of Browning’s Poems,” by 
Mrs. Percy Leake, with an introduction by 
( the Bishop of Winchester. The author traces 
through many poems and often under quaint 
disguise of paradox and contradiction, the 
large, the permanent, the uplifting thoughts 
about the work and destiny of man with 
which the genius of Robert Browning en¬ 
riched his time. They also publish “History 
of Art in the British Isles,” by J. Ernest 
Pythian, of Oxford University. 

B. & J. F. Meehan, Bath. Eng., will publish 
shortly, by subscription, a limited edition of 


500 copies of a work entitled “Famous Houses 
of Bath and District," by J. F. Meehan, who 
has spent many years in preparing the work. 
Bath and its immediate district is famous in 
history as the residence or stopping place of 
hundreds of noted literary personages and 
statesmen. The work will be fully illustrated 
with original drawings and reproductions of 
old prints, and will have an appreciative in¬ 
troduction by the Marquess of Dufferin. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. have in preparation 1 
work on “Lake Geneva and Its Literary Land¬ 
marks,” by Francis Gribble, who has made an 
anecdotal history of the many famous people 
who have lived on the shores of the lake at 
some period of their lives, including the 
“Prisoner of Chillon,” Calvin. John Knox, 
Rousseau, Voltaire, Gibbon. Mme. de Stael, 
Byron, and others. He is said to have thrown 
new light on the love affairs of Rousseau and 
Gibbon, and to have given the true history of 
Bonnivard for the first time in English. 

The entire control of the Henry Barnard 
publications, including the thirty volumes of 
The Journal of Education and his books for 
teachers, has been transferred to C. W. Bar¬ 
deen, of Syracuse, N. Y. The plates, books, 
sheets, etc., were shipped from Hartford last 
week, weighing more than thirty-five tons. 
The missing volumes of The Journal of Edu¬ 
cation will be immediately reprinted, and the 
Kindergarten and Child Culture Papers and 
other volumes of The Teachers ’ Library , 
which have been out of print, will be supplied 
to the trade as fast as they can be got ready. 

T. Fisher Unwin has in preparation a new 
novel by Mrs. Hugh Fraser, the sister of F. 
Marion Crawford, and herself a novelist of 
repute. The title will be “The Saving Child.” 
He will also bring out the first novel of her 
son, John Fraser, which will be published un- 
the title “The Hour Glass.” The story, 
which was first to be called “Death the Show¬ 
man,” circles round the stealing of an emerald 
of enormous size and value from the glass 
coffin of a princess, and is said to contain 
much impressionistic description, both of 
scenery and persons. It is a tale of modern 
life and cosmopolitan elements, the chief char¬ 
acter being a middle-aged Turkish diplomat. 

Lee & Shepard announce “Gail Hamilton’s 
Life in Letters,” edited by H. Augusta Dodge, 
which will be in two volumes prefaced by a 
letter from Whittier; and “Among Flowers 
and Trees With Poets,” a practical cyclo¬ 
paedia for all lovers of flowers compiled and 
arranged by Minnie Curtis Wait and Prof. 
Merton Channing Leonard. For the fall they 
will have their usual rich supply of holiday 
juveniles. Among those already announced 
are: “A Twentieth Century Boy,” by Mar¬ 
guerite Linton Glentworth; “With Washing¬ 
ton in the West,” by Edward Stratemeyer; 
“In the Days of William the Conqueror,” by 
Eva March Tappan; “A Boy of Old Japan,” 
by R. Van Bergen; “JRandy’s Winter,” 
by Amy Brooks; and “Jessica’s Triumph,” by 
Grace Le Baron, the second volume of the 
Janet Series. 

A short time ago the C. M. Clark Publish¬ 
ing Company announced that they were in 
search of some very rare original oil por¬ 
traits of both Aaron Burr and his daughter 
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Theodosia, from which they wished to make 
reproductions for use in connection with their 
forthcoming publication, “Blennerhassett.” 
The publishers announce that the number of 
book lovers heard from gives convincing proof 
of a widespread interest in the favorable 
treatment of Burr’s character, a§ set forth in 
the* author’s preface. There do not appear to 
be. in existence many authentic original por¬ 
traits of Burr. Three have thus far been 
tiaecd, and two of his daughter, one of which, 
burnt in wood, has been located in South 
Carolina, of which State her husband, Joseph 
Allston, was Governor. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. announce some impor¬ 
tant biographical works for the fall season. 
Paul Leicester Ford has edited the “Journal 
of Hugh Gaine, Printer,” with a life of Gaine 
and a bibliography of books printed by him. 
In “The Queen’s Comrade” Fitzgerald Mol- 
loy describes the life and times of Sarah, 
Duchess of Marlborough. T. Edgar Pember¬ 
ton is writing the life of “Ellen Terry,” and 
“The Life of Chatterton” will be by David 
Masson. ‘‘The Unpublished Letters of Marie 
Therese, Marie Antoinette and Comte d’Ar- 
gentcau” will be brought out under a title not 
yet decided upon; “The Wanderings in Three 
Continents of Sir Richard Burton” will be 
edited with a preface by W. H. Wilkins; 
there will be a new edition in ten volumes of 
“Pepys’ Diary,” with life and notes by Rich¬ 
ard Lord Bravbrooke; and “South Africa a 
Century Ago” will be composed of letters 
written from the Cape of Good Hope by Lady 
Anne Barnard from 1797 to 1801. 

The project of publishing once a month for 
a year, beginning last January, a series of 
contemporary American novels, has met with 
unwonted success in the hands of its enter¬ 
prising publishers. All the novels published 
so far have run into several editions, and are 
still in demand. Even “A Victim of Circum¬ 
stances,” which is merely a piece of society 
fiction reflecting a phase of New York social 
life in lighter vein, and with no pretence of 
presenting the more vehement passions of the 
world, has been finding a large audience of its 
own—the publishers reporting quite a brisk 
demand for the book lately. Observing that 
in some cases where “The Tribulations of a 
Princess” has been noticed in the press it has 
been spoken of as “purporting” to have been 
written by the author of “The Martyrdom of 
an Empress.” Harper & Brothers wish to 
have it stated that there is no simulation of 
authorship, and that the author of the two 
books is— bona-fide —one and the same. “The 
Tribulations of a Princess.” by the way, al¬ 
though published only a few weeks ago, is al¬ 
ready on the highway of success. 

The J. S. Ogilvie Publishing Company 
will publish in the fall “Foma Gordeyev,” by 
Maxime Gorky, the favorite author with 
young Russia. The work is being translated 
from the original by Hermann Bernstein. 
Gorky’s father was an upholsterer and died 
when the boy was five years old. The young 
author is about thirty-two now, by the way. 
He was hired out in a shoe shop, ran away, 
apprenticed to a draughtsman, ran away, put 
at the making of wooden saints, hired out as 
a cook’s boy on a steamer and then made gar¬ 


dener’s assistant. He also peddled apples, 
worked on a dock, sawed wood and acted as 
porter. Then he wertt to Tzaritzyn and was 
watchman on a railroad. He tried to go into 
the army, but they refused to accept a tramp. 

He sold'beer for a while, then was hired by a 
lawyer, but tramped off to Tiflis, where he 
worked in a railroad shop and published his 
first novel in a local paper. Then he wan¬ 
dered back to the Volga, and at Nizhni-Nov- 
gorod lived bv selling sketches to the news¬ 
papers. In this way he met the writer Vlad¬ 
imir Korolenko, one of Russia’s most bril¬ 
liant men of letters, and developed very rap- ^ 
idly under his guiding hand.

Hard Lines.—A customer recently asked 
one of my clerks for a copy of “An Effect in 
Red.” My clerk looked puzzled and modestly 
hinted he had never heard of such a book.

The customer delightedly hailed (he 
book with: “That’s it; I knew it was some¬ 
thing about red.” A little later a lady came 
to me and said, “I want to get a book that I 
saw the other day, but I do not know the 
name of it.” I asked for the author, but she 
did not know that either; I then asked for 
the publisher’s name, but that she also didn’t 
know. I was about to give it up, when she 
surprised me by saying, “I only know it was 
bound in yellow.” What can you do with 
such a customer? J. 

Relation of Prices to Titles. —The Lon¬ 
don Academy comments entertainingly on the 
recently issued “Catalogue of English Books” 
for i960. After deploring the swelling of the 
list by all manner of biblia abablia, it contin¬ 
ues: “A hundred suggestions and irrelevan- 
cies detain the eye. If one chose to play with 
surface incongruities one would say something 
about the relations of prices to titles. As a 
rule, the more ambitious the theme the smaller 
the price. A book entitled ‘What Is Man? 
the Purposes of God Traced Through the 
Course of Time.’ is published at half a crown, 
whereas just twice the sum is asked for‘What 
One Can Do with a Chafing Dish.’ It seems 
scarcely reasonable to pay eight-and-sixpence 
for a ‘Guide to Scotland,’ when for two shill¬ 
ings you can buy a ‘Guide to Eternity.’ The 
prices set on advice, too, are strangely dif¬ 
ferent. Thus ‘How and Where to Fish in 
Ireland’ costs you three-and-sixpence, while 
only a shilling is demanded for ‘How to Re¬ 
gain Health and Live 100 Years, by One Who 
Has Done It.’ ”
